ROUNDUP IN MANYSTATES| 


President Roosevelt Said to Have 
Told Senator That He Must 
Either “Fish or 

Cut Bait.” 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—{Special.]— 
The Washington correspondent of the New 
York Herald tonight telegraphed the follow- 
ing to his paper: : 

“ Frienas of the administration have sud- 
denly decided to assume the aggressive in 
the fight for delegates to the nationai con- 
vention in Chicago. They believe they have 
waited long enough, and are going to combat 
the efforts which they are now convinced 
will be made to prevent instructions for the 
president with a view of defeating him In 
convention by a stampede to some other re- 
publican. There is to be lively fighting, not 
only in Ohio, where Senator Foraker is lay- 
ing his plans for a campaign. for the president 
and against Senator Hanna, but in New York, 
Indiana, I)Mnois, and Kentucky, where the 
noninstruction idea seems ‘to be gaining 
ground rapidly. 

“The news-from New York verifying the 
reports spread in Washington that New York 
would not instruct for the president caused 
a@ positive uneasiness among the advisers of 
Mr. Roosevelt. What steps will be taken in 
New York is by no means clear as yet. But 
something must be done at the proper time 
to acquaint Senator Platt and Gov. Odell 
with the belief of the administration that 
New York is either for or against the presi- 
dent, and that if it is for him it will instruct 
every delegate to vote at Chicage for Reosa- 
velt. 

Yerkes to Round Up Kentucky. 

“The news from Kentucky that Repregen- 
tative Hunter was conducting a Hanna 
propaganda in the blue grass region caused 


such alarm that John W. Yerkes, commis- | 


sioner of internal revenues and member for 
that state of the national committee, left for 
Louisville tonight to round up delegates for 
the administration. Mr. Yerkes has been 
writing letters to every republican of prom- 
inence in the state urging him to support the 
president, but he felt the situation was suf- 
ficiently serious to require his personal at- 
tention. He will have the support of former 
Gov. Bradley, but he will be compelled to 
combat a strong Hanna sentiment in fre 
state. 

“Senator Hanna was the first republican 
politician who ever took Kentucky republic- 


which carried the state for the McKinley 
ticket. So long as Senator Hanha remains 
passive and gives the impression that he does 
not want the nomination there is a chance 
that the state will go for Roosevelt, but it is 
believed here if Hanna should announce his 
candidacy he would get every delegate in 
Kentucky. | 


_To Meet Indiana Sentiment. 

The rampant Hanna sentiment in Indiana 
has led several members of congress from 
that state to write letters to ali their con- 
stituents of prominence urging them to get 
the local forces in line for the president. This 
movement is general throughout the state, 
and is deemed necessary in view of the 
great boom Hanna has had there during the 
last six weeks. 

“It is said that there {s some hitch about 
the early convention in Massachusetts. Ob- 
jection has been made by some of the men 
whose loyalty is suspected by friends of 
the administration to an early convention. 
They say there is no use pledging delegates 
thus early in order to insure their voting for 
the president, and if they are going to desert 
they will do so whether they are instructed 
early or late. 

“There will also be great activity during 
the next few days among the president’s 
friends in Illinois. They are preparing to test 
the strength and extent of the Hanna senti- 
ment in that state as well as in some of the 
others in the northwest. ' 

“The president's friends are particularly 
indignant at the work which they say is be- 
ing done by James J. Hill in the way of 
undermining him in Minnesota, the Dakotas, 
and Montana. 

Says It’s Fish or Cut Bait. 

* * Come on, Senator; let us go in the other 
room and fish or cut bait.’

New York, Jan. 20.—[Special.}—The fumor 
was in circulation today that a dinner to be 
given at the Waldorf-Astoria on Jan. 29, the 
anniversary of McKinley’s sixty-first birth- 
day, by a west side republican club to some 
of the most noted republicans of the state and 
city, might become the medium for launch- 
ing the Hanna boom. A resident of Canton 
will deliver a eulogy of the late president 
from the standpoint of a personal friend.

Offered $5,000 for Vote. — 


MAKES CHARGE AT MEETING. | 


South Park Commissioner Offers Proof 
and Then “hanges Mind, 


Bribes of $5,000 and $8,500 were offered lo 
South Park Commissioner Daniel F. Crilly 
‘if he would vote to purchase certain prop- 
erty for small parks. Mr. Crilly himself 
made this statement yesterday afternoon 
at the close of the meeting of the south park 
board. 

“On two occasions I was approached by 
real estate dealers and offered specific sums 
of money if I would vote to purchase for 
small parks the property in which they were 
directly or indirectly interested,” said the 
commissioner, ‘‘ After I was left out of the 
new parks committee, which has the author- 
ity to recommend sites, the offers of money 
and promises I ‘ would be well taken care 
of’ were not repeated. 


Bribes Offered in 
“In one instance I was offé $5,000 and 


in another $3,500 by real estate” dealers. 


to me in my private office. Several other in- 
terested persons assured me I would be 
‘looked after’ if I would agree to their 
propositions. I make this statement in all 
sincerity, and I am perfectly willing to back 
it up with my oath, attesting its reliability. 
I will add that it would not take much 
pressure for me to divulge the name of one 


of the persons who attempted to bribe me, if 
conditions demand it.” 


Unwilling to “Back Up” Words. 

Later in the evening, however, Mr. Crilly 
changed his mind about “ backing ” up his 
statement. When asked for further par- 
ticulars he sought to have the story sup- 
pressed, and modified his words. 

“I could make an affidavit that one man 
attempted to bribe me,’’. he said, “ but it 
simply would be the word of one person 
against another, and I do not want to be- 
come involved in any controversy of that 
kind,”’ 


Heated Arguments at Meeting. 
Commissioner Crilly's declaration was pre- 
ceded by heated arguments with other mem- 
bers of the board. He directed his principal 
attack against President Foreman, declar- 


businessiike principles. Mr. Crilly inter- 
rupted a speech of Ald. Alling of the Second 
ward, who was before the board speaking in 
favor of a resolution to purchase the Walker 
tract at Twenty-sixth street on the lake 
shore, to be converted into a small park and 
bathing beach. 

Mr. Crilly charged President Foreman and 
his colleagues with being lax in their efforts 
to obtain control of the Walker property, 
which, he declared, was being “ sacrificed ” |

Two Chicago vessels spent last night ice- 
bound in the lake between this city and Mil- 
waukee. One, the steamer Georgia, with a 
passenger list of forty and a crew of twenty, 
is fast in the blockade 400 feet off the Mil- 
waukee harbor. It is headed for Chicago. 

The other, the City of Marquette, an old 
fashioned wooden steamer, is trying to fight 
its way through an Ice floe into the Kenosha 
harbor. It left Chicago Tuesday midnight. 
The captain and crew of nine men are be- 
lieved to be in peril. The Kenosha life savers 
made several vain attempts during the night 
to reach and rescue them. 


Life Savers Make Vain Attempt. 

The City of Marquette is owned by the Hill 
Transportation company, and Capt. Hill, the 
president, is on board. It was seen in dis- 
tress at 6 p. m. yesterday, and the Kenosha 
life savers put out a boat, its progress being 
blocked by the ice. 

The steamer later cou not be seen in the 
darkness, but blasts of a whistle kept the 
men informed of its position. On returning 
from a last unsuccessful attempt to reach the 
ship Capt. Cameron said he believed the lives 
of the crew were in peril. 

“It is possible,’’ said Cameron, “ that Hill 
and his men have deserted the boat and at- 
tempted to save their lives by walking across 
the ice to the harbor. If so they must have 
perished. 

“ Unless the wind dies down and they can 
force a passage through the ice they are 
doomed. It is impossible to telb now whether 
the ship has not already gone to the bottom.” 

When Cameron spoke some time had 
elapsed since a whistle had lest been heard 
from the steamer. 


Think the Georgia Safe. 

The Georgia started out from Milwaukee 
early last evening and tried to force its way 
through the ice fleld and to proceed to Chi- 
cago, but became fast in the blockade. The 
life savers at Milwaukee believe the vessel 
and passengers are in no danger and made 
no attempt to release the boat, though it is 
thought such an attempt would have re- 
sulted in failure. The ice field off Milwaukee 
is three miles” wide. 

Nine fishing tugs were caught-in the floe 
at that point, and one of them snapped off 
its wheel in the struggle. All of the nine were 
finally towed into port.

Trinune theater commission asking that . 
three of the experts be assigned t6 consider 
with the aldermen the questions relating to 
the existing theaters. The appointment of 
additional experts, as is allowed by the coun- 
} etl action, has been left with the mayor. 

When the committee, consisting of Ald. 
Jones, Ftiestedt, Bhemann, Eidmann, Wer- 
ho, and Minwegen, met in response to Ald. 
Jones’ call in the afternoon, the first thing 
that confronted it was the fact that it had 
no excuse for present activity under. the 
present order of the council. 

The committee was supposed to report to 
the council when theaters had complied with 
the requirements, preceding temporary open<- 
ing. It found that no theater could comply 
inside of a month, according to the statement 
of builders and proprietors. 

The only thing at hand to do was to pro- 
ceed to an examination intended to ascer- 
tain how many theaters never could comply 
with the ordinance and report these to the 
couneil, under the second part of Ald. Ben- 
nett’s resolution providing that where the- 
aters could not comply the council might 
consider other means of “making them 
equally safe '’—a provision containing a pos- 
sible defeat for the entire law. 


. Call in the Managers. 

In spite of the fact that there seemed to be 
nothing for the committee to do the aider- 
men went ahead to callin the theatrical man- 
agers to discover what is the condition of 
the playhouses. 

As Mayor Harrison explained it, if the 
council does see fit to amend the immediate 
requirements, the committee then will have 
four days’ work done. If it does not see fit 
there will be no harm done. It was consid- 
ered practically settled, from what the al- 
dermen said after the conference with the 
mayor, that the proposition to eliminate the 
sprinklers from the immediate requirements 
would be made to the council] at its next 
meeting. 

While there is a division of opinion on the 
question of the time required to put in the | 
sprinkiers, the aldermen of the committes 
and the mayor were convinced that six 
months would be required. This is disputed, 
however. Ald. Scully has pointed out that 
any pipe fitter could do the work. A build- 
ing in Market street was equipped on three 
floors with the sprinklers in two weeks... 

On the other hand, it has been asserted by 
Victor Falkenau that the union employed in 
installing the sprinklers is limited to 100 
men, and that all the work would have to be 
done by these 100 fitters. 


Think a Month Enough. 


Aldermen deciare that it was not their 
intention to keep the theaters closed longer 
than three weeks, or possibly a month, in 
making repairs, and that if they have passed 
something which will require longer time it 
will be amended. 

** We shall hear from the theater managers 
tomorrow,” said Aid. Jones, and alter we 
have found out from them how long it wit] | 
be before they can comply with the imme- - 
diate requirements we can tell what the 
council should be asked to do. It is nut the 
intention to keep them closed all! this season 
if they can be made safe without. 

“The steel curtain will be insisted on 
as an immediate requirement. Scenery will 
have to be fireproofed and fire apparatus 
installed. Firemen will have to be employed 
and exits and seats rearranged. If safety 
can be provided in these ways we believe that 
the couricil should not work a hardship by 
requiring eprinklers if they cannot be put 
in for months.” 


Mayor’s View of the Situation. 


Mayor Harrison outlined a similar policy. 
He said that the intent of the council] was not 
apparent either in the first or second part of 
the Bennett resolution. He said he did not 
expect to veto the ordinance. 

“I don't know what the aldermen intended 
to he esaid. “if they intended to aliow 
the theaters to reopen before they had com- 
plied with all the new ordinance, but after 
they had complied with enough to make them 
safe temporarily, they certainly missed their 
mark. 

“ By the time the theaters have complied 
with these immediate requirements they will 
have been able to meet all the ordinance ti 
they ever can meet it.

“I am told that it will take six months to 
put in the sprinkler system, but that fire 
curtains can be installedin three weeks.

When one of these companies comes to Chi- 
cago it will be obliged, as the law is inter- 
preted, to have all its scenery fireproofed. 
The amount of scenery held by the various 
theaters is not considerable. What is car- 
iried by the company will have to be fire- 
jpeeoted on the road or after it reaches Chi- 
'eago and before the first performance. 
It is said that this fireproofing solution 
‘ean be applied with a whitewash brush and 


las rapidly as whitewash. 


Managers Ask a Hearing. 


_ In deciding to call in the theater proprietors 
ahe committee wae following requests which 
have been made for some days by the man- 
gers and owners, Such a request was re- 
ved by Mayor Harrison yesterday from 
wl. J. Shubert of the Garrick. In this he said: 
_ “The men who have had twenty years’ ex- 
rience in running theaters certainly know 
the needs and requirements of a theater from 
eallery to stage, and in my opinion should 
be able to make at least some suggestions 
before your honor signs the ordinance now 
before you. There are provisions in the pres- 
ent ordinance which managers, builders, con- 
tractors, and architects will tell you are ab- 
solutely impossible. It is not a question of 
expense but a question of practicability. 

** Looking at this matter from a plain busi- 
ness standpoint, do you believe it right, Mr. 
Mayor, to legislate out of existence business 
interests involving several million dollars 
without giving the representatives and own- 
ers of those interests an opportunity to be 
heard? 

“The theater manager, and I believe I can 
speak for all in voicing this sentiment, are 
willing and even eager to make every change 
and repair which may be necessary to protect 
their patrons, but all they ask is that these 
changes be reasonable and just.”

* One Steel Curtain Up. 


&-practical demonstration of the first steel 
curtain installed in any Chicago theater 
since the fire was made during the day at 
the Academy of Music. The curtain was 
made from designs submitted by Emery San- 
ford Hall. Three other steel curtains of sim- 
ilar construction are ready for the Columbus, 
Alhambra, and Bijou theaters. These will 
not be instalied until it is known whether 


. they have the approval of the mayor’s spe- 


clal commission. 

Managers of other theaters inspected the 
working of the curtain at the Academy yes-. 
terday and expressed themselves as satisfied 
that it would meet all requirements. It is 
made of corrugated sheet steel one-twenty- 
fifth on an inch thick and weighs 3,000 
pounds. The sheets of metal are riveted on 
steel bare extending from the top of the 
curtain to the bottom. 


Cost Is Around $400. 


The curtain was made in eight days and 
cost nearly $400. In the opinion of the arch- 
itect the work hereafter should not take 
longer than four days to complete, and can 
be done by any sheetiron factory in Chicago. 

The curtain at the Academy operates ver- 
tically, as the new theater ordinance re- 
quires. It now is raised and lowered by 
ropés, but the intention is to use steam or 

’ electricity. By the use of counterweights 
two men now are able to operate the curtain. 
Yesterday it was lowered in eight seconds 
and raised in seven seconds, 


Fireproofing Is Required. 

At present the curtain does not comply 

with tne section of the new theater ordinance, 
which requires that they shall be fireproofed 
on the stage side. As * nas the exact re- 
quirements of the ma) vr’s commission are 
known the work of fireproofing the curtain 
will begin. 
‘The architect believes the most practical 
method of fireproofing the curtains will be to 
line them with asbestos of one-half inch to an 
inch in thickness, allowing for air space 
between the steel and asbéstos. 


Other Managers Interested. 


Among the theatrical managers who in- 
spected the working of the Academy curtain 
were Charles E. Kohl of the Chicago opera 
house, Olympic, and Haymarket theaters; 
James Brown of the Alhambra, W. W. Free- 
man of the Haymarket, John Fennessy of 
Hopkins’, and Frank Everts of the Columbus 
theater. 

“I think we have solved the problem of 
securing steel curtains at a moderate price 
and in quick time for Chicago theaters,”’ 
said Manager William Roach. “ Sucha cur- 
tain as we have in the Academy can be in- 
stalled in every other theater in the city with 
the exception of the Studebaker and the 
Bush temple of music. It is impossible to 


_ operate a curtain vertically there, owing to 


lack of space above the proscenium arch. 
R. L. Crescy, manager of the New Mar- 
lowe in Englewood, says he has ordered a 


_ Steel curtain, and, with the exception of the 


curtain and the sprinkler, the theater coy] 
open within three days.

TO EXIT FEATURE 


Iroquois Architect Must Tes- 
tify as to Conditions in 
Construction. 


‘FIREMEN TELL OF TRAPS. 


Jones Says He Ordered Stage 
Skylights Broken Open on 
Own Authority. 


To what extent the construction of the main 
exits and stairways of the Iroquois theater 
were responsible for the death of the hun- 
dreds whose bodies were found “ tangled 
like a skein of yarn” piled on the landings 
will be the subject of inquiry of the coroner's 
jury today. B. H. Marshall, architect of the 
building, will be called to the witness stand. 

Through the testimony of the architect, 
who also gave his persona! superivsion to 
the construction work, the jurors hope for 
enlightenment upon several points. 


Questions Ready for Architect. 


Among the questions Marshall will be asked 
are the following: 

Wes the gallery promenade, which led to the 
toilet rooms and the locked door before which 
thirty bodies were found, intended as a public or 
private exit? 

If a private exit, what other provisions had 
been made to comply with the ordinance which 
requires ‘‘ distinct and separate places of exit 
and entrance,’’ for each balcony above the first? 
If the gates on the stairways between the bal- 
cony and gallery entrances were intended to 
make such separate entrances, as the manegers 
assert, why were they not incorporated into 
the plans of the buliding? 

What was the purpose of the railings in front 
of the gallery seats, which, to the jurors, appear 
to have been placed to prevent patrons from fall- 
ing into the seat in front, to which danger the 


‘gteep pitch of the gallery. subjected them? 


In planning the steep gallery, was any consid- 
eration given to the safety of the patrons, or 
was the primary motive the economy of space? 
Were the two aisles shown on the plans to be 
in front of the boxee on the first floor, filled with 
seats with the consent of the architect, in viola- 
tion of the plans? 

Why was a short stair placed at the first bal- 
cony exit, down which men and women stumbled 
and were ‘ piled up like cord wood,’’ instead of 
constructing the floor so they could have reached 
the landing on a safe incline? 


Tells of the Locked Exits. 


In preparation for this inquiry the jury in 
the afternoon heard the testimony of firemen 
as to the places where bodies were found.

its, was described by Lieut. Michael Roche, 
who said: 
We entered through a window over the Ran- 
dolph street entrance leading to the second bal- 
cony, and when we got in there we found there a 
door which was locked. We had quite a time to 
open the door, and I should judge about fifteen or 
twenty persons against the door, women mostly, 
fell out on the floor. The majority were dead, but 
a few still were alive. Then we made our way 
upstairs, and the farther we went the more we met 
them. Persons were lying dead on the stairs and 
all over. 
Q.—How did you open that door? 
A.—The door opens from the jnside, and we had 
to chop all the panels out and pull the bodies 
through so we could get the door open. 
Q.—Did you find any bodies in the gallery? 
A.—Yes, sir; they were right up against the door, 
the door was burned, and the bodies were piled 
four high, right up against the doorway. Just 
inside the door they were just the same, extending 
back clear through to the north wall. 

Q.—Did you find any bodies in the seats? 

A.—Yes; when they started to run they stood up 
on the seats and their feet got caught. We found 
fifteen or twenty in that position. 


Bodies Huddled in Gallery. 


Capt. Edward Buckley of engine company 
82 said: 

We worked on the fire in the gallery ten or fif- 
teen minutes. Then we got a lamp and looked 
around to see if we could find anybody alive in the 
first gallery. The bodies were all together in the 
first aisle outside of the door and back as far as 
the center aisle. 

Q.—Did you notice whether there were any 
bodies on the platform between these two iron. 
gates dividing the passageway? 

A.—There was a little child about 2 years old. 
Some one must have thrown him out of the crowd 
near the doorway. 

Jones Is Made Uncomfortable. 

David Jones, foreman for the Fuller Con- 
struction company, who opened the stage 
skylights the day after the fire, was given an 
uncomfortable half hour on the witness 
stand. In spite of every effort of theinterro- 
gators to trip him, he persisted im his asser- 
tion that he had opened the skylights on his 
own responsibility. 

Coroner Traeger evidently believes the man 
was working under instructions from the 
company. Three iron workers who accom- 
panied him to the building and assisted in 
removing the skylight will be questioned to- 
day. It is said that their testimony to Fire 
Department Attorney Fulkerson was in con- 
flict with that given by Jones to the coroner's 


ury. 

Although Jones was keen enough to escape 
a trap as to the removal of the lights, he gave 
the testimony the jury wanted the most, that 
the skylights at the time of the fire were 
wired and braced so that they could not be 
opened. He was asked: . 

Q.—Now, let us see, those lights were wired 
together? 

A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—There is an iron platform on which they can 


| slide back? 


A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—And they were braced upon this platform? 
A.—Yes, sir, and tied with a wire.

Tell of Electrical Construction. 


Harry H. Hornsby, chief electrical inspector 
for the city, and Victor H. Tousley, an elec- 
trical inspector, told of the electrical con- 
struction in the building. The reports of the 
inspection as read from the office records 
appeared full and complete in contrast with 
the meager reports of the building Inspectors. 
‘The coroner stuck to the point that the build- 
ing was allowed to be opened before the elec- 
trical equipment was complete. 

Mr. Hornsby explained that the construc- 
tion practically was completed with the ex- 
ception of a few odds.and ends, and;that the 
theater had been given a verbal: permit to 
operate, pending the completion and fina] in- 
spection of the work, on which the fees for 
inspection would be made out. He was 
asked: 

Q.—What revenue, if any, wotld the city of Chi- 
cago derive from a plant of that kind for the in- 
spection of it? 

‘A.—The revenue for the inspection of the 2,400 
incandescent lights would be $103.50. 

Q.—How much did you get?

Q.—Why did you not collect it?

A.—It was completed, excepting that we did not 
have the final lamp account, and the revenue due 
the city depends on the actual number of lamps 
installed. 


Q.—Did you know the theater was used before 
the completion of the electrical appliances’ and 
wiring?

Q.—Is it customary in your department to allow 
persons to run a month or more without a cer- 
tificate and permit? 

A.—Not without a permit.

CHEMIST SHOWS HOW THEATERS 
MAY BE FIREPROOFED. 


Joseph L. Ferrell of Philadelphia Tells 
the Western Society of Enginece?s- 
That Wood or Any Other Fabric Can 
Cheaply Be Made Noncombustible— 
Gives a Demonstration with Gas 
Jets—Sulphate of Aluminium Solu- 
tion Is Tried with Success. 


Joseph L. Ferrell of Philadelphia threw 
handfuls of excelsior on a hot gas fire in 
the rooms of the Western Society of En- 
gineers last evening. It smoked, but did not 
blaze. 

Then he placed pine shavings on top of the 
excelsior and pine splinters on top of them. 
Still there was no blaze. 

‘‘Remember, we are on the seventeenth 
floor.” said a voice from his audience, and 
Mr. Ferrell replied: ‘* You will get out all 
right,” and piled pine shingles and slabs of 
pine on the supposedly inflammable material 
below until he should have hada good sized 
bonfire started® There were no flames, how- 
ever, except the blue ones from the gas. 
“Tam sorry I have no better fire,’’ apol- 
ogized Mr. Ferrell, “* but itis impossible here 
to install the Bunsen flame, with which I 
could get a heat of 2,000 degrees.

3 
Mr. Ferrell, who is a chemist and the holder 
of the Cresson gold medal, the highest award 
given by the Franklin institute of Phila- 
delphia for chemical discoveries, had been 
asked to address the engineers on the sub- 
ject of fireproofing wood and combustible 
fabrics. He told them it could be done cheap- 
ly, and then he made the practical demon- 
stration described. 
To show that theater scenery could be made 
as impervious as wood the chemist held a 
piece of canvas in the flame, and, while it 
smoked a little around the edges, there was 
no flame. Then he took up a piece of pine, 
one-quarter of an inch thick, one side of 
which had been fireproofed and the other not. 
It had been on the gas fire with the fireproof 
side down during half an hour, andit showed 
no signs of combustion except that it was 
charred where the flame touched it. 
“Tt is generous Georgia pine, with plenty 
of resin in it,’’ said Mr. Ferrell, and put a 
match to the nonfireproofed side. There was 


a blaze. 
Uses Sulphate of Alumintum. 


Sulphate of aluminium is the composition 
Mr. Ferrell had used to fireproof the wood and 
cotton. His plan is to saturate the material 
under a pressure. Previously sulphate of am- 
monia has been used for this purpose, but it 
has been objected to on the ground that it 
only delayed combustion and then for a com- 
paratively short time. 

Mr. Ferrell put some wood treated with 
ammonia on the fire. While it did not burn 
freely, its crackling could be heard all over 
the room. The piece of wood treated with 
aluminium resting alongside of it showed no 
more signs of change that would a piece of 
iron, except that where the iron would have 
become red it grew black. ' 


Disintegrates, but No Flame. 


“Wood or any fabric so treated ulti- 
mately will disintegrate,’’.. said Ferrell, 
‘but it will give off no flame in the mean- 
time. It will neither receivé flames nor. com- 
municate them to surrounding substances. 
It requires hours under the hottest fire for it 
even to disintegrate.’’ 

Tne chemist declared that, although in or- 
der to thoroughly fireproof wood or any fabric 
it must be treated before put in place, ex- 
isting theaters could be taken care of by put- 
ting fireproofed floors over the ones in place 
and fireproofed molding substituted for in- 
flammable ones. For other wood in place an 
enamel could be used which would act as 
-shield against fire. 


No Paint Is Fireproof. 


“Not a fireproof paint,’’ said Mr. Ferrell. 
“ There is no such thing. All paints have oil 
as a basis, and there is no noninflammable 
oil. As for scenery in theaters, that is sim-, 
ple. It is an easy thing to make it fireproof.”’ 

From a commercial viewpoint, Mr. Ferrell 
said there was nothing in the way of making 
any theater safe from spreading flames. 
While sulphate of ammonia, which has been 
used, is expensive, sulphate of aluminium 
is cheap, costing 75 cents a hundredweight, 
and the expense comparatively is smail.

BOARD VOTES TO MAKE ALL OF 
FIREPROOF CONSTRUCTION. 


Trustees Decide to Use Iron and Steel 
in New Buildings — Appropriate 
$8,000 for Fire Safeguards at Kight 
Old Structures—Concur in Exoner- 
ating Magrady from Charges Made 

by President Harris, Orly Two Op- 
posing This Action. 


All Chicago public schools more than two 
stories high erected in the future will be 
made fireproof. This decision was reached 
last night by the board of education, and 
new schools therefore will be of iron and 
steel construction, with fireproof walls, 
siairs, and floors. 

The board also concurred in the appropria- 
tion of'$8,000 for spiral fire escapes for eight 
of the old buildings, the John Marshall, 
Austin High, Lewis, Hendricks, Tilton, 
Skinner, Headley, and Haven schools: 

A protest against the use of-school halls 
for political or sectarian purposes was re- 
ceived from the Civic federation and was ig- 
nored. The letter was from B. E. Sunny, 
president of the federation. 


Exonerates Supt. J. J. Magrady. 
The board concurred in the findings of the 
buildings and grounds committee in the’ 
charges against Supt. Joseph J. Magrady of 
the repair department, and adopted the re- 
port of the committee, which found all of 
the charges preferred against Magrady by 

President Harris were unfounded. 
“Instead of $25,000 or $80,000 warth of 
articles lying around in the schools, the total 


value of property distributed at the schools 


at repair stations is $5,196,"" declared the 
report. ‘* Of this $1,387 covers desks proper y 
stored in the schools.” 

The report was adopted by a vote of 11 to 2, 
Trustees Tilden and Dudley voting against it. 
Mr. Tilden commended President Harris for 
initiating the investigation, and declared that 
the who.e business administration of the 
school board was in need of reform. 


Moral Work Among Children. 

Permission was granted the citizens’ com- 
mittee to distribute ciroulars in the schools 
calling the attention of the pupils to the 
necessity of helping to ‘‘ cleanse Chicago of 
moral and physical taint.”’

Denies Theory That Contentment Is 
Enemy of Progress—Calis Chicago 
the “ Home Office of the Universe ” 
and Gives His Audience a Lot of 
Aphorisms About Business and Life 
in General — Meeting Held at the 
Auditorium.

Here are a few of the twentieth century 
business aphorisms uttered last night at the 
dinner of the Credit Men’s association at the 
Auditorium. Besides the aphorisms the 200 
credit men present carried away with them 
a choice collection of Iowa stories and some 
sound advice contributed by Lafayette 
Young, the Des Moines editor. , 

‘‘T am no believer in the doctrine of ever- 
lasting discontent,” said Mr. Young, sudden- 


ly abandoning a Mne of humor which had 


convulsed the dinner guests and tackling his 
subject: Value of Labor.” “I don’t 
subscribe to that idea of progress. You are 
told that the secret of success lies in a ‘ di- 
vine discontent.’ The trouble is that the 


disconten t is not always divine. 
Discontent and Ambition. 


“You must draw the line between discon- 
tent and ambition. There ts a discontent 
which heads to strikes and turbulence as we 
see illustrated every day. The man who 
preaches ‘divine discontent’ to a man who 
earns $10 a week when that fs all he can 
earn is an enemy to society. It would be 
better to téll the man what to do with his 
$10."’ 

Mr. Young amused his audience by ad- 
dressing them as the “ credit men’s union ” 
and expressing his gratification that they 
had not threatened a strike. 

didn’t dream: there were many credit 
men in existence,” he continued, “I have 
had many a seseion with one. They say 
there are 400 in your organization. I ex- 
pected to find 400 undertakers, 400 artists in 
chattel mortgages and midnight injunctions, 
and here you have greeted me with poetry.

Tell your young men that the 
best thing they can do is to bea rbed in 
their work. The man who shrinks from tak- 
ing his coat off is the fellow who, when ina 
tight place, will commit crime.

Committee of Chicago Medical Society 
to Investigate Alleged Monopoly 
in Antitoxin Manufacture. 


A committee of physicians to be appointed 
by Dr. Robert B. Preble will make an in- 
vestigation into the alleged monopoly in the 
manufacture of antitoxin, which has ena- 
bled the dealers to increase the price 100 
per cent.

P. C. Hasey, representing the defendants, 
appeared before Judge Brown and asked that 
the writ as applied for in relation to Kent 
and McCarle be dismissed. The petition 
was granted. Then he hurried to Judge 
Honoré and Judge Brentano. 


Will Decide This Morning. 


A 
few minutes later Judge Honoré received the 
application in behalf of -McCarle, Whether 
either or both of these judges will pass on the 
question of habeas corpus will be determined 
when they appear in the courtrooms this 
morning.

On such occasions it has become a matter o* 
public scandal that judges have been frequently 
selected because of proclivities or predilections, po- 
litical or otherwise, that would make them spe- 
c‘ally acceptable to the prominent prisoner and 
his friends, and possibly susceptible to the ‘ at- 
mosphere.’’ 

Discharges almost invariably follow upon some 
absurd technicality or construction that would not 
be recognized if the state had the power to carry 
the case to a court of review. It cannot appeal—- 
except to the people who elect the judges. It has

POLICE AT FIRE ON TRIAL 


THREE CASES INVOLVING WORE 
AT THE IROQUOIS HEARD. 


Those of William Ferguson, Accused 
of Refusing to Carry Out Body, and 
Gibbons and Haynes of Responsibil- 
fty for Loss of Jewelry Taken Un- 
der Advisement—Men Charged with 
Drinking Let Go with a Warning— 
Other Charges Heard by Board. 


Three cases involving the police work at 
the Iroquois theater fire were heard by the 
police trial board yesterday. 

In the first case Assistant Chief Schuettler 
accused Patrolman William Ferguson of the 
Central station of refusing the request ofa 
physician’ to assist in carrying the body ofa 
fire victim from the second balcony. Schuet- 
tler said Ferguson did not at the time know 
that his superior police official was present, 
and, on the command of the assistant chief 
to do the work covered up his star and re- 
fused. Not until Schuettler told him to quit 
work and report to his station did Ferguson 
learn to°whom he was talking. 

Before the board Ferguson denied that he 
refused to carry the body, but said he merely 
asked time to remove his overcoat. He ad- 
mitted that he covered up hisstar. The case 
was taken under advisement. 


Asked About Missing Jewels. 

William Gibbons and Timothy L. Haynes 
of the Central station appeared to explain 
the disappearance of valuables that were in 
envelopes at Buffum’s undertaking rooms. 
The two men had been detailed to take care 
of eight bodies removed to this place and list 
the valuables taken from each body. When 
the envelopes containing the valuables were 
gent to the Central police station two en- 
velopes were found to be empty and without 
numbers. 

Policeman Gibbons reported that two en- 
velopes had been lost or stolen from a lava- 
tory while he was washing his hands. One 
of the missing envelopes is supposed to have 
contained the dfamond ring and earrings 
taken from the body of Mrs. Emma F. 
Wachs. 

The valuables belonging in the other en- 
velope were identified by Howard DBD, Kinsley 
as those belonging to his mother-in-law. 

This case also was taken under advisement. 


Given a Warning. 

Joseph O’ Neill of the Central detail station 
had been stationed at the Iroquois theater 
the night following the fire, and when found 
in a hallway adjoining the theater by Ser- 
geant Huson at midnight he appeared to have 
been drinking. O'Neill declared that he had 
been overcome by the sights he had seen 
earlier in the evening, and admitted that he 
had taken one drink. He was allowed to go 
with a warning.

| RUSSIA OFFERS 
VERBAL TREATY. 


British Foreign Office Learns 
of Move to Hold Japan 
Off with Promises. 


PLAN BEING CONSIDERED. 
\ 


Hitch in Negotiations Is on Rus- 
sian Dislike to Making Con- 
cessions in Writiny. 


LONDON, Jan: 21, 3 a. m.—The foreign of- 


fice has reason to believe Russia is willing to 


concede practically all Japan’s demands, but 
that she cannot see her way to makea awed 
with Japan recognizing in black and white 
China‘s sovereignty over Manchuria. 

Russia has approached Great Britain to 
urge Japan to forego this stipulation and to 
accept in Hieu thereof the assurances to the 
same end already given to the other powers. 

It is pointed out at the foreign office that 
Great Britain, being such an interested party, 
is in a dificult position and can scarcely 
recommend such a course to her ally. For 
the moment the situation rests there. 


Japan May Wait for Note. 


Whether or not Japan will insist to the bit-. 


ter end on a treaty recognizing Chinese sov- 
ereignty over Manchuria the foreign office 
does not know yet. It thinks the Japanese 
themselves will not decide until after the 
delivery of the Russian reply, which is 
scarcely expected till next week. 

Great Britain has not yet taken steps 
to appoint consuls at Mukden and Antung. 


Japan Passes Emergency Laws. 


The Times’ correspondent at Tokio cables 


tflat the privy council has adopted drafts 


‘of urgency ordinances relating to maritime 


defenses, the transportation of troops by 
rail, and the organization of a field postal 
service. Little confidence is placed in the 
pacific reports received from Europe. , 

The emperor of Corea is said to favor a 
resumption of the Chinese suzerainty, and 
has invited two Chinese cruisers into Corean 
waters. 

It is also reported that H. N. Allen, United 
States minister at Seoul, desires the open- 
ing of Wiju instead of Yongampho, while 
Great Britain and Japan insist that Yongam- 
pho be opened. 

-The Telegraph's Tokio nt says 
a diplomatic rupture will follow the receipt 
of Rusegia’s next note. 


‘Declares Peace Is Assured. 

The Pall Mall Gazette prints a ent 
from its Berlin correspondent to the effect 
that peace is assured and that Russia is 
seeking a diplomatic form in which the con- 
cessions demanded by Japan can be made. 

The dispatch adds that the only question 
is whether Russia “shall declare her de- 
ciston to Japan alone or to all the powers. 
interested in the solution of the far eastern 
question.”’ 


Baseless Stories from Far East. 

The Daily Chronicle says it seems likely 
that Seoul will shortly rival Shanghai as a 
center of baseless news and quotes the absurd 
repoprts about the alleged misbehavior of 
the American legation guard. The Chronicle 
also shows up the latest attempt of news- 
paper mischief makers, who quote M. Plan- 
con, Admiral Alexieff’s diplomatic agent at 
Port Arthur, as having said that the action 
of the United States government in mak- 
ing a special treaty with the Chinese under 
existing circumstances was unfriendly and 
undiplomatic. that Russia would not open 
Mukden and Antung, or allow consuls to go 
there. 

It is asserted that notwithstanding tho al- 
leged declaration of M. Plancon it may be 
taken for granted that the consular repre- 
sentatives of the United States now on the 
way to Manchuria will not be prevented from 
fulfilling their duties at the new open doors 
of Mukden and Antung. 


Optimism 1n St. Petersburg.

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 20.—Optimism 
prevails today. No one can tell exactly why, 
unless it be that all the advocates of peace 
have ralMed round the emperor. It is known 
that a great effort is being made to prevent 
war. As far as Russia can she proposes giv- 
ing way to ©>are the susceptibilities of the 
Japanese. Those who are conducting the 
matter are hopeful of a peaceful! issue. 

Much indignation was expressed at the for- 
eign office at what is considered a willfully 
malicious article in the London Times, the 
substance of which was thatif every one was 
crying peace it was because the extremely 
exacting terms asked by the Japanese were 
not generally known. 


Negotiations Being Pushed. 

The situation today is that negotiations are 
proceeding with the utmost rapidity, a con- 
stant series of dispatches passing between 
here and Admiral Alexieff. Every point is 
being gone over to see how far Russian and 
Japanese interests can be reconciled. It is 
hoped that when the negotiations have de- 
fined clearly what concessions are possible 
there will be little left over worth contend- 
ing about. This is the Russian idea today. 
When asked whether it was true thatareply 
will be sent on Friday the reply was given: 
‘* Not so soon, but you may be quite sure the 
delay will not last long; we desire as little 
delay as possible.’’ 


Open Door Position Defined. 


At the foreign office it was,explained with 
reference to foreign settlemdnts at the open 
Manchurian ports that no reservation was 
made in the recognition of acquired treaty 
rights, but inasmuch as the Russian military 
and civil authorities are now exercising joint 
control,with China, Russia, naturally, must 
be consulted on questions rising out of con- 
sular representation, including settlements. 


Minister Allen Explains His Acts.

SEOUL, Jan. 20.—In an interview today the 
American minister, Mr.. Allen, stated: ‘I 
am carefully abstaining from any entangle- 
ments in the political situation.

Make United States a Factor. 

PARIS, Jan. 20.—The Temps publishes a 
leading article on the increasing importance 
of the role of the United States in the Japan- 
ese-Russian situation.

We hear of temples and temple lands in the 
Yangtsze provinces and around Shanghai be- 
ing given up to schools of western education,’ 
and Christian missionaries being asked to 
take charge of such schools or to engage re-" 
abie teachers for such awakening commu- 
nities. 

‘he star refugee and reformer here for a 
long time was Lang Chi-Tsao, who fied from 
Pekin with Kang Yu Wei just ahead of the 
coup d’état of 1898. From this refuge he wrote 
stinging articles back to the reform news- 
papers in Chinese ports and the Japanese po- 
lice watched him carefully. They wanted no 
such embarrassing situation as now exists in 
respect to the Corean who lately murdered a 
Corean refugee implicated tn the assassinna- 
tion of the late queen of Corea. The Japanese 
authorities promptly arrested the murderer, 
and his trial and punishment for such a de- 
liperate and fully proven crime must follow. 
But the UCoreans have applied for his ex- 
tradition and want him sent over at once 
that they may give him orations and hail him 
as the brave avenger. 

Kang Yu Wei, after his flight from Pekin 
at the insistence of the emperor, did not em- 
barrass Japan with his presence, but re- 
mained in Hongkong until the British author- 
ities dispatched him to Singapore for safe- 
keeping. As the dowager empress raised 
the price on his head and Singapore filled 
up with highbinders and cutthroats of every 
degree, that colony grew tired of detailing 
so many of the municipal police to the pro- 
tection of one transient visitor, and he was 
moved on to Penang~—all this while the guest 
of the benevolent British government. At 
Penang they assigned him the residence on 
the parade ground formerly occupied by the 
British commander. A sepoy stood at the 
door, and all visitors had to run the gantlet 
of more sentries than when the military 
dwelt there, although the empress dowager 
was then a refugee herself, the victim her- 
self of another of her coups d'état. 

Kang Yu Wei studied English, traveled to 
Calcutta, and spent his summer at Darijiling, 
where the priest Kawaguchi met him a year 
ago. His lieutenants here say that he is 
now in Singapore, that he will soon return to 
Hongkong, and that the dowager empress, 
having seen the error of her ways, has re- 
lented in persecutions, and that ‘* the mod- 
ern sage’’ may yet be permitted to openly 
help his people. That sounds too good, too 
enlightened, to be true. 

One of the political refugees, a would be 
Moses of his people, puts in his time here by 
collec*tng bills for a local firm, and when he 
came on “‘ No. 1 day ”’ with the usual month- 
ly account I detained him and asked what 
he and his reform band were trying to do— 
what was the first definite step they proposed

else in all China either, and her death is to 
be deplored. |

CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION

Business Monopolies to Be Abolished,

PANAMA, Jan. 20.—The constitutional con- 
vention today approved, on the first debate, 
a draft of a constitution which contains the 
following principal points: 

The abolition of business monopolies in 
the republic; the infliction of the death pen- 
alty for political crimes; the abolition of the 
army and toe establishment of an efficient 
police force; the fact that the majority of 
isthmians are of the Roman Catholic faith 
is recognized, but church and state are sep- 
arated; all citizens, with the exception of 
members of any military body which may be 
established, shall have the right te vote; 


the prese shall be free. 


GERMAN STEEL WAR IS OX 


Beltef That Inability of Companties to 
Organise Inte Selling Syndicate 
Will Be Followed by Lowest Prices 
for Products Yet Kunown-—Alige- 
meine Company Acquires Patent 
Rights to Curtis Turbine—Electric- 
fans Expect Increase in Industry. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The conferences held 
at Cologne this week in an attempt to or- 
ganize all the great German steel companies 
into a syndicate have resulted in failure. The 
conferences succeeded in splitting the steel 
industry into two groups, the first of which 
includes the manufacturers of half rolled 
goods, girders, and other simple structural 
forms, while the second is composed of the 
manufacturers of steel rails and other rail- 
way material 

Companies Hold Together 

The second group embraces the sixteen 
great companies which took the lead in try- 
ing to effect the general organization. These 
companies have now decided to hold together 
ami to begin a price war upon the companies 
who refused to accept the terms offered for 
the general steel syndicate. The outside 
‘companies include such important establish- 
ments as the Krupp gun works, the Bochum 
Cast Steelecompany, the Westphalian steel 
works, the Hasper company, and all the 
Silesian manufacturers. 

It is expected that this war of prices will 
be carried into foreign markets, and that it 
will result in lower prices for German steel 
products than ever before. 

Acquires Turbine Patent. 

The Allgemeine company has acquired from 
the General BPlectric company of New York 
the patent rights to the Curtis Turbine, and 
these two companies are to unite to supply 
capital for the Berlin Steam Turbine com- 
pany, the capital of which is to be $1,250,000. 
Further, the Thomson-Houston Electric 
company, the General and the Allegemeine 
companies are to establish an Italian turbine 
company with a capital of $1,200,000. 

German electricians expect an enormous 
increase in the German electrical industry 
as the result of the-.application of turbine 
engines to the iron, coal, and other leading 
industries. 


GERMAN FAIR FUND INCREASED. 


Reichstag Adds $50,000 to Amount 
Available for Exhibit at the St. 
Louis Exposition. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The budget committees 
of the reichstag today approved the addi- 
tional appropriation of $50,000 for the Ger- 
man exhibit at the St. Louis exposition, 
making a total of $875,000. The Prussian

body of Charles Coghlan, the actor, who died 
suddenly in Galveston in November, 1899.

Pure Food diet, wines, and drugs. — 
Measure. It was adopted sub- 


stantially as reported 
by the committee, the most important amend- 
ment being that the proposed law will go __ 
into effect on Sept. 1 next. It provides for thd 
establishment In the department of agticul- 
ture of a bureau of chemistry in foods, the 


inspection of food and drug products. It 
prohibits the introduction into any state or 
territory of any article of food or drug which 
is adulterated or misbranded. 

Any person who introduces into the states 
or territories adulterated or misbranded . 
teods will be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor _ 
and upon conviction shall be fined $200 for 
the first offense and $300 for each subsequent 
offense, or be imprisoned for not exceeding 
one year, or both. it provides for the con- 
fiscation of adulterated goods and for their 
Sale, the proceeds of which will be turned into 
the United States treasury. 

Foods are to be considered adulterated if 
any substance has been mixed or packed with , 
them which wil] lower or injuriously affect 
thefr quality or strength, or if any valuable > 
constituent hag been removed, or if offered . 
in sale in imitation of goods disposed of under 
a distinctive name, or if any poisonous in-. 
gredients have been added. This measure is 
of great importance to the business world, as . 
well as to the genera] pubiio, it removes 
from the path of business men Many annoy- 
ing obstacles and insures pure food products 
to the public.

PROP, VON HOLST DEAD. 


LONG ILLNESS TERMINATES LIFE 
AT FREIBURG, GERMANY. 


News Received with Sorrow by Former 
Colleagues at the University of Chi- 
cago, Where He Was Seventh in 
Order of Seniority—Born a Russian, 
Though Not Knowing the Language, 
He Obtained an Education Vy En- 
during Hardships. 


A cablegram received yesterday afternoon 
by President Harper of the University of 
Chicago announced the death of Prof. Her- 
mann Eduard von Holst at his residence 
fin Freiburg, Germany, where for three 
years hé has been on leave of absence from 
the university seeking to regain his health. 
The message was signed by Isabelle von 
Holst and read: 

‘““My husband passed quietly away this 
afternoon.’’. 

The news of the death of Prof. von Holst 
was received by his former colleagues at the 
university with mingled feelings of deep 
regret and of relief that Prof. von Holst’s 
sufferings, which for the last year have been 
acute, were ended. Prof. von Holst was the 
seventh in order of seniority among the 00 
faculty members of the university and was 
a man whom President Harper loved and 
admired. 

‘‘He stands before my mind,” said Dr. 
Harper yesterday, “as a patriarch Whose 
heart and brain for long years had worked 
in behalf of the true democratic spirit. ‘I 
am an American,’ he used to say, ‘and my 
whole heart is American.’ His condition for 
over a year previous to his-death was a 
most pathetic one, his mind strong and vig- 


crumble to pieces. Now that the news of his 
death has come, the circumstances of his 
coming to the university come back to my 
mind, the loyalty with which he served its 
interests, the vigor with which he performed 
every duty.’’ | 

Born & Russian. 


Prof. von Hoist was born on June 19, 1841, 
at Fellin in Livonia, a Baltic province of 
Hussia. Although born a Russian, he was a 
German who did not known the Russian 
language. His father, a Lutheran minister, 
died when Hermann, the seventh child, was 
young, and left him a legacy of $150, desig- 
nated for the boy’s education. His early edu- 
cation was received in a private gymnasium 
in Fellin, and in the spring of 1860, at the age 
of 19, he entered the German University of 
Dorpat. After three years at Dorpat and two 
at Heidelberg he received his Ph. D. degree 
from the latter institution in 1865. 

‘ne hardships undergone during his student 
days had undermined his health and he was 
forced to travel. In 1867 he published a 
pamphiet criticising pointedly the Russian 
political system. Only by a timely warning 
did the future student of American constitu- 
tional liberty escape from ending his days in 
Siberia by fleeing to the United States. 

Keaching New York, he was compelled to 
work for a time as a day laborer until he 
tound tutoring and newspaper writing to do. 
in 1860 he was commissioned by three 
wealthy German merchants of New York to 
write for German readers in the old world a 
series of articles upon American life and 
institutions. In this undertaking was the 
germ of his great work on “ The Constitu- 
tional History of the United States.”’ 


Called to Strassburg University. 

After the close of the Franco-Prussian war 
Von Holst was called to the chair of Ameri- - 
can history and constitutional law at the 
great university founded by Prince Bismarck 
at Strassburg: Before leaving America in 
1872 he married Miss Annie Ivabelle Hatt, a 
graduate of Vassar. In 1874, after two years 
at Strassburg, Prof. von Holst was appointed 
professor ordinarius of modern history at the 
University of Freiburg, which chair he held 
until he became the first head of the depart- 
ment of history in the University of Chicago 
in 1892. 

During his residence in the United States, 
both before and during his connection wjth 
the University of Chicago, Prof. von Holst 


‘took an active part in politics. In the presi- ‘ 


dential campaign of 1868 he wasa republican 
speaker. Later, in Chicago, during the Debs 
strike, he argued for the right of the federal 
government to send troops into the state. 

In 1900 failing health compelled him to go 
He was never able to return, but 
his name was always kept on the roll of the 
university faculty.

FATAL SPREL MILL FIRE. 


EXPLOSION FOLLOWED BY FLAMES 
AT JOHNSTOWN, PA. 


From Twelve to Fourteen Men Be- 
Meved to Be Dead and Twenty-five 
Others Seriously Injured — Steam 
Pipe Bursts, Carrying Away Part of 
Structure—Bodies of Dead Buried in 
Ruins—Many Caught Inside Biazing 
Building. 


Johnstown, Pa., Jan. 21, 3 a. m.—An im- 
ménse steampipe in the boiler room of No. 2 
mill of the Cambria Steel company exploded 
about 1:30 this morning, bringing down.a 
large section of the roof. The woodwork at 
once took fire from the furnaces, and at this 
time is burning fiercely. 

At this time the number of dead is estimat- 
ed at from twelve to fourteen men. The in- 
jured will number twenty-five or more, many 
of whom. are terribly scalded and cannot 
live. Two bodies have been recovered. The 
injured are being hurried as rapidly as possi- 
ble to hospitals. 

Added to the fire and explosion disaster, a 
large water pipe burst and is flooding the 
ground about the scene of the accident. Itis 
feared that none of the men penned in the 
aébris can escape death either by drowning 
or fire.

HINTS FOR GRAND JORY. 


FOREMAN NYE OF LAST MONTH’S 
INQUISITORS GIVES ‘POINTERS.’ 


Calls the Attention of the Present 
Body to Conditions Relating to the 
Kellogg Strike Conspiraters and 
the Officers of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor—Declares Municipal 
Officials Guilty of Neglect Should Be 
Subjected to Removal Proceedings. 


James W. Nye, foreman of the December 
grand jury, yesterday. submitted a report to 
the January jury, in which he called atten- 
tion to the uncompleted investigation, into 
labor difficulties, and suggested lines of fur- 
ther inquiry. The failure of Sheriff Barrett 
to enforce the immediate service of the ca- 
piases for the members of Franklin union, 
indicted for assault, riot, and mayhem, Mr. 
Nye urged, should be considered. He also 
asks whether the mayor “ did his full duty to 
protect life and property” in the Kellogg 
strike. . 

“Municipal officials guilty of neglect of 
duty certainly are amenable to removal pro- 
ceedings,’ was the conclusion of the report. 

Under the ruling by Judge Gary in the an- 
archists’ trial, Mr. Nye argued that the offi- 
clals of the Chicago Federation of Labor and 
other leaders should be indicted for responei- 
bility in the lawlessness during the strike at 
the Kellogg Switchboard and Supply com- 
pany last summer and fall. 

In the report Mr. Nye suggested the inves- 
tigation of the following prapositions: 

That the January grand jury do ascertain 
whether J. A. Johnston, Lee Fisher, R. G. Crane, 
and James J. Lyon, indicted for conspiracy against 
the Kellogg company, are not also liable under 
Judge Gary's ruling in the anarchist cases for the 


— acts of violence done by pickets and riotous 
ers. 

Whether the officers of the Chicago Federation 
of Labor have not conspired with the above men- 
tioned men and others, making themselves Hable 
to indictment for destruction of property and vio- 
lence to nonunion men. 

Whether the committee appointed by the federa- 

tion Ag look after the strike is not liable to indict- 
ment. 
' Whether Albert Young, president of the teams- 
ters’ union, conspired ‘‘ to put the Kellogg Switch- 
board and Supply company out of businéss *’ and 
whether Young and W. D. Ryan, secretary of 
district No. 12 of the United Mine Workers of 
America, conspired to cut off the coal supply of 
all corporations and firms which continued to do 
business with the Kellogg company. 

‘*‘Our time was so short we could not do 
half the work laid out for us,’’ said Mr. Nye. 
“We were just beginning to uncover some 
of the crookedness, There is a good, strong 
jury this term and I have great hope it will 
be able to go to the bottom of the facts. 

‘The present labor conditions are so bad 
that Chicago is losing every day. There 
is encouragement in the, fact that the em- 
ployers are beginning to stand together in 
their fight against this lawless spirit which 
has dominated the city. It is. time for a 
strong, steady hand to take hold of the 
reins.”’ 

Mayor Harrison said, in view of Mr. Nye’s 
remark about dereliction of duty, that he and 
Chief O'Neill each had letters from the Kel- 
logg company thanking them for good police 
work in connection with the strike.

creased by $5,000,000, from $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000. Before the meeting the capital was 
$14,000,000, with $1,000,000 authorized but un- 
issued. The latter stock will be put oyt in the 
course of the present year. The new capital 
it is not expected will be issued this year, 
though some portion of it may. The new 
$5,000,000 will be spread over possibly three 
years. 

‘The company’s capital increases have been 
rapid since 1899, when the figure was $5,000,- 
000. In four years it has been increased 
$9,000,000, with now $6,000,000 additional au- 


thorized. The money received from issues ofe 


stock has gone into the plant. 

The company's gross earnings for the year 
1908 were $5,534,500, an increase of $963,785, 
or 21 per cent. But operating expenses, in- 
cluding reserve for deferred maintenance, in- 
creased $744,912, so that net profits applica- 
ble to the stock increased but $199,648, and 
the profits were 10.15 per cent on the out- 
standing capital at the end of the year. 

Arthur D. Wheeler submitted his first an- 
nual report as president of the company, 
making for the year a satisfactory showing. 
The net increase in telephone stations in- 
stalled was 22,144, making a grand total] on 
Dec. 31, 1903, of 101,187. This increase cov- 
ered the ten counties in which the company 
operates, In the year a series of searching 
inspections and tests was made, for some 
of which specially devised apparatus for se- 
curing records was employed. Several thou- 
sand tests taken each month showed that 
calls jn the Chicago exchange were answered 
in an average of 5.1 seconds, ranging from 
5.6 seconds in the month of January to 4.9 
seconds in December. 

Incidental statistics for 1003 show that 
payments to employés for services amount- 
ed to $2,248,925. Supplies purchased amount- 
ed to $1,846,908. To the city of Chicago the 
company paid $214,709, including genera) 
taxes for 1902. The order department issued 
26,182 in orders, 12,082 out orders, and 87,291 
moving orders, making a tota] of 75,506 for 
the Chicago exchange alone, or over 250 each 
working day. 

In 1908 20,000 shares of stock were issued, 
for which the shareholders paid $2,000,000. 
President Wheeler says the company enters 
1904 free from debt, and with sufficient cash 
and material on hand to continue necessary 


‘construction. 


| As to Franchise Extension. 
Mr. Wheeler, in his annual report, called 
the attention of the stockholders to the expi- 


. ration of the company’s franchise in 1909, and 


his statement indicated the belief of the man- 
agement and stockholders that they would 
meet with equitable treatment at the expira-. 
tion of the term. In consequénce, all the 
company’s investménts continue to be of a 
permanent character. The company has 
twelve substantial fireproof exchange build- 
ings in the city and ten such buildings at sub- 
urban points are now owned by the company. 
During the year two ninety-nine year leases 
without revaluation clauses were entered. 
upon. One covers the property 80 feet front 
by 160 feet in depth adjoining the main office 
building in Washingtofi street. As stating 
the attitude of the company with reference to 
renewal of franchises, President ‘Wheeler 
quoted the following from the report to stook- 
holders -in 1889: 

“It is understood that the term of the Chi- 
cago ordinance expires in about ten years, 
but your directors assume that if, in good 
faith, the company proceeds in the making 
of the large additional investment required to 
meet the growing meeds of the public, the 
tity council of Chicago will in due time grant 
an extension of the ordinance upon equitable 
terms.”’ 

President Wheeler added that he believed 
that normal growth in the company’s busi- 
ness during the next few years “ will justify 
the investment of at least $6,000,000 additional 
capital. Still, assuming that continuing just 
relations with the city of Chicago will be es- 
tablished, the board of directors submit for 
your consideration a proposition to increase 
the authorized capital of the company by 


$5,000,000."

Republic Iron and Steel. 


President A. W. Thompson of the Republic 
Iron and Steel company enters a vigorous 
denial that the United States Steel corpora- 
tion had tentatively opened negotiations for 
the ultimate purchase of the Sloss-Sheffield, 
Tennessee Coal and Iron, and Republic Iron 
and Steel companies. Mr. Thompson says 
of the report: |

could sell control of the company. The 
stock is too widely and too evenly distributed 
for that to be possible. The financial writ- 
ers who keep putting out such stories ought 
to stop and consider the reasonableness of 
the proposition before making such asser- 
tions. The story is absurd on the face of it. 

“If the United States Steel corporation 
is after the Republic company it must buy 
where it is on sale—in the stock market. It 
is the only place that-I know where rere | 
can be purchased, if anywhere, and, judgin 
by present prices, the company can be bought 
there more cheaply than it could from private 
owners of the stock.” 


General Financial News. 

Assertion continues to be made that the 
United States Steel corporation and inde- 
pendent competitive companies are receiving 
orders im larger volume than on the first of 
the year, and with the exception Of steel rails 
the heavier grades are said to be improving. 

It is estimated that at least $17,500,000 is 
on the sea en route to London, and will all 
be taken by the Bank of England.
